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the oiroumstances, I tnought the Jity oould afford to pay at least as muoh interest on
these deferred payments as ia oharged the tax payers who are indebted to the Uity for
delinquent tuxes, and almost as muoh as the Olty Council has ocontracted for its property
owners to pay on deferred paving ocertifioates issued to the paving ocmpanles, whioh, as

you know, is seven per cent psr annum.

The proposition ag atated therein was predicated praotically upon the same basis as |
was the Barton Bprings proposition which was accepted by the Jity some years ego in obedienoe

to a vote of the people thereon.

I would prefer thet these payments of prinoipal be made serially aes stated in the
proposition, in order that the trust fund oreated by the purohase would de well conserved
and the reinvestment thereof could be made in an orderly way without loss of intersst,whioh
would probably not be the case if the Oity should avell itself of the option to pay several

of the inatallments, or all of them, at one time.

I truet, therefore, that the Oity Oounoil will see proper to revise ite aotion in this
matter and acoept the proposition on the terms originally embreoed therein.
